A friend of mine tells me that on a dark 


night recently he saw, moving over a 


Connemara bog, that interesting pheno- 
menon known as “ Will o’ the Wisp.”’ It 
seemed to him to be a sort of straggling 
radiance that drifted across the marsh- 
land, and disappeared at the banks of a 
river. The scientific explanation of this 
appearance is, I understand, that it is 
caused by a phosphorescent vapour —— 
from decaying ‘organic matter. Fixe 
iqnes fatui, as they are called, have 
been examined and found to give out no 
heat, but no one has ever been able to 
capture the moving type. Both kinds have 
been seen in bogs, marshes and (most 
sinister of all) churchyards, when there 
was sufficient darkness to render them 
visible. : 

I have no doubt that the “ Will o’ the 
Wisp ” has given rise to many ghost 
stories, and the fact that my friend saw 
it disappear at the banks of a river seems 
to account for the well-known superstition 
that a ghost cannot cross running water. 
Furthermore, the white wraith would 
become invisible with the approach of 
dawn, and this circumstance also is in 
tune with the belief that all ghosts are 
obliged to return to their proper quarters 
by cock-crow. 


*“Gwelfth Week” in Douglas. 


There were thousands of North of 
Ireland people in the Isle of Man last 
week, The fact that two Ulster men were 
competing in the Mannin Beg Car Race 
attracted some, but the majority were 
simply holiday-makers spending the 
‘Twelfth Week” by the sea. Several of 
them wore orange and purple favours on 
the 12th and 13th of July, but, according 
to a correspondent who was in Douglas 
for the car races, they left party songs 
and party expressions at home. The nearest 
approach to a party expression that he 
heard was on the 13th, a miserably “wet 
day in Douglas. From the open top deck 
of a horse-drawn tramcar a gentleman in 
a cloth cap was apostrophising the people 
on the promenade with shouts of “ Up, 
Ulster !”’ 


Car Race Officials. 


The confidence placed in Ulster people 
as car race organisers was demonstrated 
in Douglas, where, out of four officials on 
the headquarters’ staff of the Royal Auto- 
mobile “Club, three were Belfast men.

Searching for antiques in a provincial 
furniture shop the other afternoon, I 
noticed at least a dozen second-hand 
pianos in a storeroom, ‘‘ Those instru- 
ments must be rather difficult to sell 
nowadays,’ I observed to the proprietor. 
“ Not a bit of it,” he replied. ‘‘ Indeed 
I can’t get enough of them. These have 
just come in from England, and I have 
customers for every piano. Pianos are not 
old-fashioned in the country districts. 
There they are still regarded as the most 
important piece of furniture in a house 
and something of which people have good 
reason to be proud. The possession of a 
piano is a definite social asset, and girls 
who can play the scales consider them- 
selves more accomplished than girls who 
merely listen to the wireless or play the 
gramaphone. Most of our second-hand 
ianos come from England, where a good 
instrument may be picked up for £10 or 
£15. Over here, however, owing to the 
duty and the carriage we want £20 or £25 
for a sound piano. As there is always a 
steady demand, we rarely experience any 
difficulty in finding cash purchasers.’ 


Summer Sport. 


The sports season is now in full swing 
in rural Ireland. The annual meetings 
excite great interest in every parish, and 
there is keen competition to carry off the 
honours in the various events. A Scots 
tourist who recently attended several of 
these sports meetings tells me that they 
reminded him of the Highland games in 
his own country. T'e programmes are 
generally very comprehensive, including 
such diverse items as hornpipes, igs, 
reels, half-sets, cycling, singing, jumping, 
relay races, pony races and tug-of-war. 
There are also musical contests, and prizes 
are given for the best performance on the 
flute, violin and melodeon. Some of the 
melodeon players reach a very high 
standard, although most of them play by 
ear. 


“Boston Specialities. 


The dish that is most closely associated 
with Boston, a returned exile told me, :s 
the popular American supper of baked 
beans ; even they are called Boston baked 
beans. Every Saturday evening the people 
of that city have for their supper their 
own local speciality, served usually, I 
understand, with brown bread. — Boston 
folk who sojourn in other cities are 
catered for on that evening in every 
restaurant of worth; there, one of the 
dishes on a Saturday night is certain to 
be Boston baked beans. Another speciality

METHODIST CHURCH. |{PORTRUSH’S NEW LINKS. 


THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
1934 CONFERENCE, 


At the Conference of the Methodist Church 
of Great Britain and Ireland, which was held 
in the Central Hall, London, the Rev. 
William Younger, of Hull, was designated 
President of the Conference in 1934, which 
is to be held at Leicester. Alderman G. P. 
Dymond, M.A., ex-Mayor of Plymouth, was 
elected vice-president. ' 

The Rev. F. Luke Wiseman, B.A., will be 
the President of the Irish Methodist Con- 
ference, to. be held in Cork next June. He 
will be accompanied by the ex-President, the 
Rev. J. Scoté Lidgett, M.A., D.D., C.H.; the 
vice-president, Mr, Moses Bourne, J.P., and 
Sir Harold Bellman; with two other ministers 
to be appointed at the ministerial session of 
the Conference next week. 

Sir Robert Perks, Bart., had good report 
to present to the Conference concerning the 
Central Hall, Westminster. The site, inclad- 
ing the old Aquarium and other buildings, 
cost £330,000.. The hall as it stood, with all 
its equipment, had cost £307,000. The debt 
now remaining was only £33,000, and it was 
hoped that this would soon disappear. During 
the vear a Methodist layman had purchased 
one of their most valuable ground rents of 
£3,000 per annum for £70,000, thereby 
reducing the debt on the buildings by that 
amount. This layman had presented the 
ground rent to the Home Mission Department 
of the Methodist Church. Sir Robert Perks 
was cordially thanked for his services in con- 
nection with the hall. 

Last Saturday afternoon 85 young ministers, 
who had satisfactorily completed their 
probation, answered certain questions in the 
presence of the Conference, and were by a 
unanimous vote received into full ministry 
of the Church. The short Service whigh fol- 
lowed the ceremony was, at the request of 
the President, conducted by the Rev. James 
M. Alley, of Dublin. 

Sir Josiah Stamp, O.B.E., presided at the 
meeting which was held in the Queen’s Hall 
in -connection with the National Children’s 
Home and Orphanages. The Prime Minister, 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, was to have been 
the chief speaker.

sole purpose of making sure of a steady in- 
come. It was quite an everyday experience 
to meet young people about. to settle down 
in life, and the frat thing their parents did, 
being in a position to do so, was to purchase 
a home for them. In those days there was no 
difficulty in finding the right place, and the 
the price also was correct. In later years, 
however, and long before they got their own 
Government here, Lloyd George brought in a 
Finance Act which was designed to tax every 
interest connected with house property, lands 
and kindred investments,

value duty’’ and ‘other phases to interfere 
with the rights of property owners. That all 
militated against the slamrhine builder, and 
it was estimated as a result that in Great 
Britain alone in 1914 there was an actual 
shortage of 200,000 houses. 

Then came the Great War, and another four. 
years followed of ‘‘ house building inactivity. 
One of the “ blessings in disguise’ that came 
as a result of the war, was the awakening of 
the public consciousness to the necessity of 
eradicating the slum system from all cities 
and towns if the people were to grow up 
strong and healthy. 

In the Irish Free State, thanks to the many 
helpful enactments passed by their own 
Government to date, building had been en- 
couraged, and was stimulated by grants, 
either to public bodies or individuals. : 

Building societies and insurance companies 
as a rule were always ready and willing to 
advance about two-thirds.of the value of a 
house to a borrower, and what finer form of 
thrift could a man have who contemplates 
matrimony than to combine insuring his life 
with the ownership of his home, so that he 
has a splendid provision for his future. He 
would certainly commend to all insurance 
companies, whether Irish or British, to make 
it a feature to combine the life insurance and 
house purchase schemes and develop them to 
the fullest extent. 

In these islands there was something 
like £400,000,000 invested in building 
societies and 3,000,C90 shareholder de- 
positors. 


ENCOURAGING THRIFT. 


Having mentioned several instances of 
profitable investment in houses, he said that 
there was no doubt that building societies 
were, in the truest, sense, encourag2rs of thrift 
to the highest degree. They had some build- 
ing societies here in Dubhn doing splendid 
work, but they wanted more. Building 
society officials, like house agents, sampled 
life in many interesting places. They could 
help the house-buyer. In the wide national 
sense he held that it meant a great deal to 
their country. that it should have so many 
citizens whose homes were their own, and 


contrarv—to listen to subversive doctrines. 
He believed that large firms should help 
deserving employés by asi them money at 
low rates to purchase their houses; and. he 
was glad to say that there were firms, hke 
Messrs, Guinness and Messrs. Jacob, who did 


his. 
CONTENTED CITIZENS. 


The more honse-owners they had in the 
Jand the greater security they had against 
Communism, because contented citizens 
owners of property took the highest interest 
in their country’s welfare. Therefore, house- 
buying should pe helped in every possible 
way, forming as it did a safe and profitable 
investment. A_ gratifying feature in the 
house property market to-day was the pur- 
chasing of ground rents. People were again 
becoming alive to the fact that there was 
something very tangible and sound in bricks 
and mortar. 

Mr. T. J. Hughes, secretary to the Civil 
Service Federation, said that building 
societies were hopelessly inadequate here to 
touch even the fringe of the problem of 
house-building. He had, he said, endeavoured 
in vain to induce some of the big building 
societies across the Channel to come over and 
operate here, and to invest some of the large 
surplus funds they had in property in this 
country. He found that houses were now 
being let at rents that were higher than the 
tenants would have to pay under the purchase 
system, | 

The President. (Mr. P. T. Montford), on 
behalf of the Club, expressed appreciation cf 
Mr. McMahon’s contribution. He also ex- 
pressed the hope that there would be a large 
attendance at next Monday’s luncheon, when 
a special entertainment would be provided.

WILL. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


CONSTRUCTION summons was heard 

in relation to the will of the late Miss 
Elizabeth Quarry, formerly of 6 Oaklands 
Park, Ballsbridge, Dublin. The summons 
was brought by William Bilbie Butler, of 41 
Belgrave road, Rathmines, Dublin; Thomas 
H. Scanlan, of 18 Morehampton road, Dublin, 
and Nora Patricia Olliver, of 18 Moyne road, 
Rathmines, Dublin, against the Attorney- 
General and John J. Scanian, of 11 Eghnton 
road, Dublin, and asked whether the will 
authorised the investment of Miss Quarry’s 
residuary personal estate in any securities, or 
investments, not by the general law 
authorised for the investment of trust 
moneys; and, if the reply was in the affirma- 
tive, where the plaintiffs, as executors, were 
bound to invest the residuary personal estate 
according to the directions of the defendant, 
John J. Scanlan, or were entitled to refuse 
to invest it in securities or investments sub- 
ject to liability in respect of uncalled capital 
or otherwise, or in securities to bearer, 

The plaintiffs brought the summons as 
executors of Miss Quarry’s will. The de- 
fendant, John J. Scanlan, was sued as re- 
siduary legatee for life, and the Attorney- 
General, as representing the charity described 
in the will as *‘ The Association for the Relief 
of Distressed Irish Ladies, Dawson street,’’ 
which was the residuary legatee in remainder 
under the trusts of the will. 


WORDS IN THE WILL. 


The words in the will for construction were 
“The residue of my property I leave to Mr. 
J. J. Scanlan, 11 Eglinton road, for his life, 
he to invest it as he wishes, and to have the 
dividends, and at his death, the principal, 
whether diminished or remaining at the same 
figure, to be given to the Association for the 
Relief of Distressed Irish Ladies, Dawson 
street, Church of Ireland ladies to benefit for 
preference. Should the principal have in- 
creased, the increase to be equally divided 
between Mr. Scanlan’s three children.” 

Mr. Justice Johnston, haying heard the 
arguments, said that he thowght that the 
will did authorise the investment of the 
residuary personal estate: in any securities 
or investments, not by the general law 
authorised for the investment of trust 
moneys, and accordingly the first question 
should be answered in the affirmative. 

In regard to the second question, he 
thought that the executors were bound to 
invest the residuary personal estate aeccord- 
ing to the directions of Mr. John J. Scanlan. 
but he thought that they were the persons 
who ought to invest the money, and that 
the money ought to remain in their hands. 
He thought also that it was not intended 
that there should be unlimited discretion in 
relation to the investment.. He did not see 
any reason why the money should not be in- 
vested in securities to bearer, but he did 
think that the power of direction should not 
extend so as to enable Mr, Scanlan to. direct 
the executors to invest in securities subject to 
liability in respect of uncalled capital, and, 


therefore, there would be an answer on those 
lines to the second question.

BACON PIGS IN 
BRITAIN. - 


AIMS. OF MARKETING 
SCHEME. i 
C> some importance to pig-breeders in 


this country are the arrangements 
beitg made under the Pigs Marketing 
Scheme in Great Britain. It 1s now fairly 
geuerally understood by pig-feeders for bacon 
that a vote will be taken of them before 
August Sth as to whether the new Pigs 
Marketing Scheme shall remain in force. 
lf tlie scheme 1s approved it will come into 
full operation about the 10th September next. 
The main points to be noted in connection 
with the scheme are that all producers who do 
not desire to sell pigs either to curers or to 
the Pigs Marketing Board are exempt from 
registration and from the operation of the 
scheme. Futther, that producers who desire 
to sell pigs to curers and to the Loard must 
be registered with the Board. No producer 
who is not so registered will be allowed to 
sell pigs for bacon. The Board will have 
power to regulate salea of pigs by regis- 
tered producers (including the determination 
of prices), and to proscribe the terms and 
form of the contract on which the producer 
will sell his pigs to curers. 


THE CHIEF OBJECT, 


The chief object of the scheme is to regulate 
bacon supplies from all sources so as to 
secure § and remunerative prices in this 
country, and at the same time to reduce im- 
ports to make room for a reasoMable expan- 
sion in British home supplies. Bacon imports 
have, in fact, been regulated by voluntary 
arraligements since last. November, and as a 
result, in the first five months of the year. 
about three-quarter million cwt, less bacon 
was imported than in the same period last 
vear. The Danish trade agreement does not 
in the least conflict with this policy. Den- 
mark has been guaranteed 62 per cent. of 
permitied imports, and it is left to the Gov- 
ernment to decide what the quantity of per- 
mitted imports shall be. The Government 
has undertaken to control imports provided 
the home industry will organise and regulate 
the marketing of its own output. That ts 
ithe object of the schemes. 

In accordance with this policy, the British 
Government propose to fix the total quantity 
of bacon for the home market each year. The 
home industry’s share of the market will be 
that represented by contracts between pro- 
ducers and curers. The remainder will be 
alloted to importing countries. As home con- 
tracts increase, imports will correspondingly 
decrease. But to prevent an excessive rush 
into \acon-pig production in Great Britain a 
maximum rate of expansion of home output 
1s prescribed. THis, however, will be as much 
as 30 per cent. per annum, and will permit 
the home industry to double itself in 2) 
years.

Nevertheless, a le 
alternative method of marketing must inevit- 
ably prove an immense advantage to the po 
ducer. 

It was to discover an alternative method 
which could be recommended that the British 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries intro- 
duced, in March, 19350, an ex 
for the direct consignment of cattle from farm 
to abattoir for sale on the “basis of dead 
weight and National Mark carcase grades. 
The direct sale of cattle is, of course, no 
innovation; the system has always been in 
operation between the farmer and the coun 
retail butcher, and has worked smoothly 
well, But, ander the Ministry's scheme, the 
cattle are not sold locally; they may be sold 
to a wholesale carcase butcher at any one of 
the centres in which the National Mark Beef 
Scheme is in Operation. These centres are 
London, Birmingham, Leeds, Halifax and 


Bradford. 
HOW SCHEME WORKS. 


The scheme tes as follows:—A farmer 
having fat stock to sell informs the Ministry's 
Chief Grader of the number and class of cattle, 
hé wishes to dispose of and the centre at 
which he wishes to offer them, The minimum 
number for any consignment by rail is one 
truck-load, but farmers may combine to make 
up the required number; any number may be 
sent by road. The farmer bears the ‘cost of 
carriage; he also takes the risk of condemna- 
tion of the carcases, but the scheme provides 
for insurance against this risk at the cost to 
him of only 1s. per head. The Ministry's 
graders obtain quotations from wholesale 
traders, which are based on the National 
Mark grade or grades reached by the cattle— 
i.e., “select,” ‘“‘ prime” or ood ''—and 
on the dead weight per stone of Sib. sinking 
the offals. The most favourable quotation is 
forwarded to the farmer, who, if he is willing 
to sell at the price offered, despatghes the 
cattle. The live weights of the animals are 


| noted on arrival, and, after slaughter, the 


sides are weighed and graded by the 
Ministry's grader—an independent expert— 
who sends the farmer a certificate stating the 
grades, live weights, dead weights, and the 
amount realised at the quoted prices, The 
wholesale butcher then pays the farmer on the 
basis of this certificate, normally within 48 
hours of the cattle being received, 


ESTIMATED VALUES. 


The following example shows how a farmer 
can estimate what an animal w.ll realise on 
slaughter. If the animal is moderately well- 
finished, it may be estimated that it will kill 
out at about 66!b. to te hiya. = be 
quotat.on per stone is equal to 8d, . for 
“* select ”' wt “ 7id. for “ si wie 7d. 
for ‘‘ good,’’ the farmer may expect an ayer- 
age price of 7}d. per lb., and mUGPAS oF

be graded “' select”’ (8d. per lb.) the result 
would be 44s. per live cwt. 

The finish of animals not only influences 
grade and, consequently, the price per stone, 
but it also affects the proportion of carcase 
weight to live weight. the scheme, therefore, 
ensures full value for finish by securing pay. 
ment for every pound of actual carcase weight 
according to grade. This has been found to 
make a materia! difference in the returns from 
bunches of cattle that in gan, mé and general

JUDGES DIFFER. 


A similar procedure was followed at each 
demonstration. Producers who had agreed to 
provide cattle for the purposes of the demon- 
stration were quoted prices by a wholesale 
butcher in Birmingham. On acceptance of 
these quotations the cattle were slaughtered, 
weighed and graded locally, instead of at 
Birminghani, as would be normal, As pro- 
vided in the scheme, the carcases were paid 
for on the basis of the accepted quotations 
and according to the ascertained dead-weighte 
and carcase-grades, 

It was an important feature of the demon- 
strations to compare this method of assessing 
values with that of visual appraisal. Accord- 
ingly, the live cattle were on view at the 
local market in the morning to enable farmers 
to mspect them and to form their own 
opinions as to their value on the hoof, Jad 
appointed by the Local Education Authority 
and the local branch of the National Farmers’ 
Union then graded the cattle on the hoof, 
estimated the number of lbs. (dead weight) 
per live cwt. at which they were likely to 
xill out, and assigned a market value to each 
animal based on prices realised that day at 
the local market. | 


BETTER PRICES. 


In 20 animals out of 25 the number of Ibs. 
(dead weight) per live cwt. was under-esti- 
mated by the judges, the differences ranging 
up to 8ilb. per live cwt.. It is significant 
that a difference of only 24Ib. per cwt. on an 
animal killing out at 103 cwt. amounts to 
371b., which, at 8d. per ib., represents 18s. 
more than the farmer would receive for his 
beast by the usual method of sale. There 
was a tendency to grade animals on the hoof 
lower than they were actually graded on 
slanghter, while in all but four cases the value 
per head was also under-estimated. In one 
instance the judges valued a heast at £15 
10s., its owner valued it at £17 10s., and the 
amount actually realised was £19 4s. The 
demonstrations thus served to show that 
even competent judges are apt to err—usu- 
ally to the detriment of the producer—in 
their judgment of the value of a live animal. 
This is especially so in the case of animals 
that might be classed as “ ordinary ’’ and that 
are, of course, in the majority. 


ing 2,296 cattle, were dealt with at 
Birmingham and Leeds up to May 3lst, 1933, 
and farmers who have forwarded well-finished 
cattle have been satisfied with the results. 
Statistics comparing average prices realised 
hy 515 cattle at Birmingham from January- 
May, 1933, with prices quoted in the market 
at, Hereford, from which county most of the 
rattle came, show that, taking the average 
of all grades, in every week, with one excep- 
tion, the cattle consigned to Birmingham on 
the grade and dead-weight basis realised a 
higher price per live cwt. than that graded for 
first quality cattle on the ordinary market. 


A GOOD ALTERNATIVE, 


It may be claimed that the scheme has 
already justified itself as an alternative 
method of selling fat cattle. It enables tha 
many thousands of cattle that are surplus to 
local requirements and come to the larger 
centres of population to be sent direct from 
farms to abattoirs, where the National Mark 
Beef Scheme is in operation, without inenr.

ITH neéver-ceasing ingenuity and 

W astonishing tetacity the enemies of 

Hitler carry on their dangerous work 

of keeping alive the spirit of opposition to 

his rule in the ranks of the German workers, 

and in trying to spread disaffection among 
the Storm Troopers themselves. : 

It was to combat this acticity, states 
Reuter's Berlin correspondent, that the Secret 
Police, Captain Goering’s version of the 
Soviet ‘‘ Ogpu,”’ was called into being. De- 
nunciations of suspected anti-Fascists are 
frequent in the new Germany, and it is the 


| job of the Secret Police to investigate and, 


if necessary, to act upon these. Nevertheless, 
the ‘‘Reds”’ are still active. Not a day 
passes without its quota of severe sentences on 
anti- Fascist agents and propagandists, not a day 
without the raiding of some suspect quarter 
(with attendant arrests and confiscations) 
or of some secret Communist cail. But new 
men--and women—always seem to be avail- 
able to carty on the. work of those taken off 
to jail and concentration camps. 


PAMPHLETS STILL PRINTED 


Hundreds of leaflets and pamphlets are 
circulated, *‘treasonable matter,” printed on 
old-fashioned duplicators in obscure corners 
of city slums or in remote country villages. 
The inhabitants of settlements and districts 
formerly noted for their - predominantly 
“ led” tinge, have to pay for this activity 
with continual visits of Storm Troopers to 
their homes. . Often a whole quarter is ringed 
‘off for several hours, and every corner in it 
combed out for weapons and propaganda 
material. There are a number of news ser- 
vices and periodicals produced by opposition 
leacers abroud. In these the old enmity be- 
tween Communists and Social-Democrats is 
still largely preserved, whereas conditions 
inside the Reich are throwing all degrees of 
"’ Reds together in close co-operation. For 
instance, the new Vorwaerts, published 
weekly in Austria, Prague, and Copenhagen 
by refugee members of the old Vorwaerts 
staff, still adheres staunchly to the Social- 
Democratic standpoint. 

Police activity on one day in different 
parts of Germany throws a clear light on the 
reality of the opposition which the forces of 
National-Socialism are seeking to fight. In 
Goerlitz the Breslau poilce raided a whole 
district, and, according to the official report, 
confiscated enough material to convince them 
“that Communist agitation is not yet 
silenced.’’ Further, it is related that they 
found well-built dug-outs in the woods, ’in 
which the ‘‘enemies of the State’ were 
taught the use of weapons. e 

In a village near Dresden the police 
managed to surprise a meeting of the “ Red 
Defence,’ arresting 65 persons, and ransack- 
ng fous secret ‘‘ arsenals ’’ in the neighbour- 
‘hood. 

Confessions that they engaged in “ military 
exercises ’’ are alleged to have been obtained 
from three members of “a Communist terror 
guoup " arrested at Essen and charged with 
complicity in an assault on a Nazi meeting- 
place on February 1.

This instrument, 
which has been on the diplomatic stocks 
for several months, was approved finally 
in Rome last Saturday, and Signor 
Mussolini signed it in the famous Hall of 
the Map of the World. The measure is 
of the utmost importance—or it would be 
if there were any honesty among states- 
men, It is signed by representatives of 
Britain, France, Italy and Germany, and 
pledges its signatories, in effect, to keep 
ithe peace in Europe for ten years. They 
bind themselves to make every effort to 
ensure the success of the Disarmament 
Conference, and to take counsel together

regarding economic problems. The Pact 
“will remain in force until 1943, unless 
notice of its termination is given at the 
end of eight years. Its principal object is 
the preservation of Europe’s peace, which 
already has been safeguarded by the 
Covenant of the League of Nations, the 
Locarno Agreement, the Kellogg Pact and 
a variety of other instruments. Even the 
Kellogg Pact, which solemnly outlawed 
war, has not been considered sufficiently 
strong, although it was signed by repre- 
sentatives of all the leading nations. 
Rome’s bells rang when this latest under- 
taking was signed in the Palazzo Venezia. 
Can it be possible that Europe is within 
sight of peace at last? 

When the Four Power Pact first was 
mooted it caused much suspicion among 
the smaller nations; for all of them had 
signed the Kellogg Pact. Not unnaturally, 
the small countries held the view that the 
Four Power Pact was an attempt by the 
big Powers to take matters into their own 
hands and to impose a kind of condominium 
over Europe. They protested especially as 
the high contracting parties were con- 
templating certain references to colonies, 
which might have been interpreted in 
Germany's favour, and also were flirting 
with the question of treaty revision. The 
Little Eatente, consisting of Czecho~ 
slovakia, Rumania and Yugoslavia, 
objected particularly to any kind of dicta- 
tion by the Great Powers; and, in conse- 
quence of its representations, the instru- 
ment that was signed last Saturday differs 
very substantially from that which 
originally was proposed, All allusions to 
colonies have disappeared; there is no 
direct mention of the revision of the Peace 
Treaties, and nothing could be more harm- 
less or less compromising than the final 
draft. Apparently, the little Powers have 
had their way. The new Pact, by virtue of 
Germany’s adherence to it, may prevent a 
new alignment of States on the Continent of 
Europe ; but it can do little else. It brings 
France and Italy into a binding, if uneasy, 
agreement. It shows that there still are 
formule which can be accepted by the 
major States of Europe, and the mere fact 
that any form of words has been approved 
by the four signatory Powers is a high 


{ tribute to the diplomatic abilities of Signor 


Mussolini. 

On the face of it, the new Pact seems to 
provide some kind of guarantee of peace in 
Eastern Europe. It is an open secret. that 
Italy has been encouraging the Magyars in 
their efforts to reopen the problems that 
caused so much heart-searching to the 
framers of the Treaty of Trianon. We can- 
not know what went on behind the scenes 
in the Palazzo’ Venezia, but at least a 
simulacrum of unanimity between Rome 
and Paris has been achieved. To that 
extent the new Pact will be welcomed by 
most thinking men, however much they 
may doubt its practical efficacy. From the 
British point of view it has certain disad- 
One of the outstanding lessons 
of European politics since the War has been 
the wisdom of the old British convention 
which kept these islands outside the 
maelstrom of continental intrigues, While 
Britain stood aloof fromthe petty bicker- 
ings of the European chancelleries, she was 
in a position to dictate her own terms, and 
her remoteness made her an exceedingly 
strong force in world affairs, Now she is 
involved in a labyrinth of pacts and agree- 
ments. She is in very serious danger of a 
fall between two stools, and has disarmed 
herself to a perilous degree. She has led 
the way in the reduction of fighting forces 
on sea, on land and in the air. Her states- 
men always seem to be the first to sign any 
form of words that commit her to the 
designs of other Powers ; and she would be 
very well advised tm future to leave 
Frenchmen, Italians and Germans to settle 
their own affairs, ut | 


South Aftican Parties, 

After the bitterness and dissensions of 
last year a new spirit seems to have 
entered South African = politics. Four 
months ago the two great" parties were 
at each other's throats; on almost every 
matter of the State’s interest they were 


‘directly opposed, and no measure, seem- 


ingly, had sufficient importance to inspire 
even a temporary rapprochement. Since 
then the whole situation has changed. 
General Hertzog’s Nationalists and 
Genéral Smuts’s South African Party 
onsented last March not only to declare 
ati armistice, but actually to form a 
National Government. Afterwards they 
appealed to the people, and the elections 
of last May gave an overwhelming 
majority to the new Administration. It 
appears, however, that the process of 
coalition may go still further.

Coming 
after General Hertaog’s acceptance of a 
National Government, the movement 
suggests that extreme Nationalism has 
learned its lesson, and that South Africa 
has come to realise the value of her 
imperial heritage. We must hope that 
& similar access of common-sense will 
reach the Irish Free State before long. 
Her problems are not greatly unlike those 
of South Africa, and could be solved 
in a similar fashion.

Anchotage. 

Winchester Cathedral has held the 
annual festival which commemorates its 
benefactors, The list of these men is a 
compendium of English history. It 
includes the minster’s Saxon builders in 
the ninth century—St. Birinus and 
Cynegils and Cenwalh. In a later century 
William of Wykeham restored the nave. 
The list gleams with great names, but the 
humblest benefactors—such as William 
Walker, the diver, who worked on the 
foundations in 1905—are not forgotten. 
Thanks were paid for the men and women 
of Hampshire who had served the 
county’s cathedral; and these include 
some of the most fragrant names in 
English literature—Izaak Walton, Thomas 
Ken, Gilbert White of Selborne, Jane 
Austen. There was thanksgiving also for 
“ the great captains and humble mariners 
who have. sailed from our coasts on their 
lawful occasions,’’ and for “ the regiments 
whose memorials are upon the walls of 
this church.” Finally, a tablet was 
unveiled to the memory of Sir William 
Pertal, who died recently—the historian 
of the Huguenots, a man whose charm 
and learning no Irish visitor to Win- 
chester, under his guidance, ever can 
forget; he knew the story of every stone 
in the cathedral. ° Fittingly, the tablet was 
placed among the mural chests which 
contain the bones and relics of Saxon 
kings. Thus there is no break in the 
chain of high and pious service which, 
within Winchester’s ancient walls, unites 
the.ninth and twentieth centuries, Surely 
this continuity of her history is England's 
most precious asset. It lies at the roots 
of her deep patriotism, her unaggressive 
pride, her sober confidence in her own 
fortunes, the equable and constitutional 
development of her liberties. Through all 
her internal wars and revolutions the 
national genius, like some god in Homer, 
threw a protecting shield over the things 
that were built to be possessions for ever. 
If Ireland had fared likewise—but she 
has fared differently. She is unquiet and 
unfixed.to-day because so many of her 
conquerors preferred to make a solitude 
and to call it peace. 


White Australia. 


Australia has decided to open up some 
of her huge and hitherto undeveloped 
areas. The Commonwealth Government 
has approved the proposal of two chartered 
companies to develop a portion of the 
extreme north of the continent, which is 
almost completely uninhabited. One com- 
pany will explore the territory adjoining 
the Gulf of Carpentaria, while the other 
will concern itself with the North-West 
River area, “They will be granted certain 
facilities, including free imports or a 
special low tariff; their territory will be 
exempted from land tax and income tax, 
and they will obtain unusually favourable 
conditions of land tenure. In return the 
companies are subject to certain obliga- 
tions, the most important of which 
compels them to employ only white labour. 
Australia is alarmed by the growing 
influx of workers from Japan, who covets 
the great spaces of her continent. Japan 
is a nation oí rapid breeders, and it is not 
improbable that within a few years, if the 
tendency were not checked, the yellow 
population would exceed the white. The 
Government has acted sensibly in its 
insistence on white labour; for it is very 
necessary that the Empire shall be pre- 
served, as far as is possible, for citizens of 
the Empire. If the development of these 
great areas is successful, it will help to 
solve many imperial problems. In the 
first place, it will give the employment 
that is needed so bitterly. In the second 
place, it ought to add greatly to the 
wealth of the Empire, which to-day 
is. -virtually self-sufficient, In all 
probability it will be completely  self- 
sufficient as soon as the untapped lands 
of Canada and Australia have been 
brought into use. :

Hell hath no fary like a woman scorned ”’ 
uotes one of the characters in '' Margaret 
Óillan,” and the play, which had an 
enthusiastic reception at the Abbey Theatre 
last night, can be summarise! as an elabora 
tion on this text. Mr. Macnamara has given 
us a very powerful drama, but a rather sordid 
one. sheresies Gillan’s actions spring from 
an obsession which ts very near to madness, 


and John Briody is more stupid than cruel; 


but the feeling of positive evil seems always 
to he present, whether in the person of the 
scheming. lawyer, Growney, or In the 
iniquitous will, which forms the background 
to the whole theme. As a sketch of the 
darker side of life it is brilliantly done. 

Margaret Gillan, having married against 
her real inclinations, is left a widow at last. 
and her first love, John Briody, marries her 
daughter instead of coming back to her. This 
shock is enough to launch her on a course ot 
revenge. She uses every means in her power 
to break. John, and in the end uses her 
husband’s will, which had at first seemed to 
operate against her own interests, to achieve 
her designs. 

‘“Wury ” is the only word than can properiv 
describe the motive for her actions, for her 
hatred for John is really an inverted passion 
foc him, and her disappointed love leads to 
an obsessiun which will stop at nothmg—even 
murder. She Fis got to the stage when she 
regards John and herself as having been 
always man and wife, his marriage to her 
daughter is a wrong which nothing can atone 
for She will even consider marnage with 
another man (whom she does not love) as a 
means for revenging herself on the husband 
who was wedded to her in her own mind and 
who has proved false to her. Her daughter's 
death, by the time it comes, has lost any 
aower to distress her; she only can think of 
her in relation te him. 

Such a character is so very near to insanity 
and so complex that the attempt to portray it 
on the stage was an ambitious one. fr. 
Macnamara has done his best to show us the 
depths in Margaret Gillan's nature; and, 
although now and then it does not seem guite 
convineing, he has very nearly succeeded. 
His conception of her is full of force, if its 
expression is sometimes a little incoherent 
May Craig, who played the part, gave one ai 
the heat performances that we have yet seen 
from her, and the applause which greeted her 
spp at the end oí the play was ver) 
well deserved 

John Briody is not so satisfactory a part; 
or, perhaps, one is prejudiced against it by 
the obtuseness which he is made to display 
at the end of the first act.

American Relief Works. 


A description of the spectacular scheme 
vi public works which President Roose 
velt has launched in the United States has 
been issued in New York. .n area of 
640,000 square miles in seven States—Ten- 
nessee, Georgia, Alabama, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Mississippi and Kentucky 
—will be developed under this gigantic 
plan. “The directing organisation, which 
has been set up already, is the Tennessee 
valley authority, which is constituted as a 
public board. It is given powers to con- 
struct and operate hydro-electric works, 
to transmit and sell electricity, to manu- 
facture and market nitrates for munitions 
and feréilisers, to reclaim land and build 
defences against the floods which in the 
past have cost much human life and.loss 
of property.

STAGE A FLIGHT.

Twenty-five French military aeroplanes 
will leave Istres, near Marseiiles,-to-fly to 
French Equatorial Africa and back in 
November. The squadron will be com- 
manded by General Vuillemin, a famous 
war pilot and creator of the French Air 
Force in Africa. 3 

From Istres the French armada will fly 
via Cartagena (Spain) to Rabat, on the 
west coast of Morocco, then turned in a 
south-easterly direction to Colomb Bechar, 
Adrar, and Bidon, in the Sahara, westward 
again to Gao and through to Dakar, on the 
Senegal coast, back to Niamy, and so to 
Bangui, in the heart of French Equatorial 
Africa. The return will be made in the 
reveyse direction as far as Adrar, whence 
it will fly north-east to Tougourt and 
Tunis, and along the coast to Algiers and 
Aran, then inland to Meknes (Morocco), 
and so home via Cartagena. 

This itinerary is intended to show how 
much progress has been made towards 
making the routes suitable for civil 
aviation. : 

Each machine will carry 15 gallons of 
water, one month's supply of food, and 
rifles for shooting game, and will be 
equipped with wireless apparatus.

SWIFT reply to the Viceroy's ‘‘ No’’ 
to Mr. Gandhi's request for an inter- 
view has been di hed to Lord 
Willingdon by the Mahatma. 

In his new message Mr. Gandhi 
reiterates his desire for an interview, 
declaring that if he could meet the Viceroy 
he could show that the proceedings at the 
recent conference of Congress in Poona 
were calculated to bring about an 
honourable peace, 

‘“ Your wire has come to me as a pain- 
ful surprise,” says Mr, Gandhi. “I had 
not expected the Government to take 
notice of the unauthorised publication of 
the confidential proceedings of an informal 
conference, and on the basis thereof to 
reject my request for an interview, 

“ If that interview were granted I could 
show, that the proceedings taken as a 
whol¢ were calculated to |< e about an 
honourable peace. The conference is un- 
doubtedly favourable to peace if it can be 
attained without humiliation. 

“ But if the Government holds that it 
cannot have any conversation, even for the 
promotion of peace, with the representa- 
tive of an association engaged in activities 
in breach of State laws, however repressive 
these may be, until it discontinues such 
activities the pursuance of which it 
believes to be in pursuance of the inherent 
right of the human family, I can have 
nothing to say. 

‘* Nevertheless, I would like to add a 
personal note. 

“My life is regulated by peaceful 
motives. J hanker after real peace, but 
I confess. that I cannot be satisfied with 
a makeshift. I resort to non-co-operation, 
or civil disobedience, for establishing true 
and voluntary co-operation and obedience 
to the laws, in place of forced co-operation 
and forced obedience. Therefore, I hope 
that my request for interview will be 
granted.”’ 

VICEROY’S VIEWS. 

The following, is the text of the reply 
! Gandhi by the 
private secretary of the Viceroy to-day :— 

“In reply to your telegram asking tor 
en interview, His Excellency has directed 
me to say that if circumstances were 
different he would gladly have seen you, 
but it would seem that you are opposed 
to the withdrawing of civil disobedience 
except on conditions, and that the inter- 
view you seek with His Excellency would 
be for the purpose of initiating. negotia- 
tions with the Governnent regarding these 
conditions.

'“On April 29, 1932, the Secretary of 
State for India stated in the House of 
Commons that there would be no guestion 
of making a bargain with Congress as the 
condition of its co-operation. The same 
position has been consistently. maintained 
by the Government in numerous subse- 
quent statements. If Congress desires to 
resume its position as a constitutional 
party, and to put an end to a position 
which has brought grave injury and 
suffering to the country, the way is open 
to it as it always has been. 

“It is within: the power of Congress 
to restore peace by withdrawing on its 
own initiative the civil disobedience move- 
ment. As, however, Congress is not will- 
ing to take that action, an interview with 
His Excellency would be tc no purpose.” 

AGAIN REFUSED. 

The Viceroy’s Secretary has now sent a 
reply to Mr. Gandhi's second telegram, in 
which he again states that it is impossible 
for the Government to hold conversations 
until civil disobedience is abandoned. 

It is thought possible that Mr. Gandhi 
will offer to return to jail, in accordance 
with the interviews he gave on being 
released from prison. If the Government 
refuses to accept this offer, which is 
thought likely, he may secure a handful 
of companions to join a fast unto death 
as a protest against the Viceroy’s action.

PETROL’ FROM COAL. 


The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day: The scheme for the encouragement 
of the home production of motor spirit, 
which the Prime Minister announced in 
the House of Commons yesterday, sounded 
complicated, but is in essence quite 
simple. Anyone who cares, by any pro- 
cess, to manufacture motor spirit from 
home-produced coal, shale, peat or deriva- 
tives thereof, is to be guaranteed a prefer- 
ence of at least fourpence a gallon for his 
product.

E Prime Minister, in the House of 
Commons yesterday, announced a 
aranteed. preference of 4d. per gallon 
or 10 years on home-produced motor 
spirit from coal, shale or pe. : 
"The Government, Mr. Macdonald said, 
have decided to give effect to a proposal 
which they have reason to believe will 
ensure the immediate advance of the 
manufacture of home-produced motor 


spirit. 

The proposal will take the form of a 
guaran preference at the rate of four- 
pence per gallon in respect of light hydro- 
carbon oils as defined in the Financial 
Act, 1928, manufactured in Great Britain 
from indigenous coal, shale or peat, or 
products derived from these substances. 

The guarantee will be for a period of 10 
years Éan April 1, 1934, provided that 
if the Customs duty for any financial year 
after March 1, 1935, exceeded 4d. a gallon 
and no Excise duty was imposed for that 
year, or if for any year the Customs duty 
exceeded any Excise duty by more than 4d. 
a gallon, then in respect of each such year 
the period of guarantee would be reduced 
by three months for each penny of excess, 

The effect of this arrangement was to 
vary the period of guarantee eee ag | to 
the actual preference. That was the diifer- 
ence between the Customs duty and Excise, 
if any Excise duty should be imposed, if 
the preference remained, 

As its present level of 8d. a gallon the 
period of guarantee would be 4} years from 
April 1, 1935. If it were reduced to 4d. a 
gallon the period would be nine years from 
the same date, and any intermediate rate 
of preference would vary the period of 
guarantee proportionately. ,

Another hon. member asked what would 
be the cost to the Treasury at the present 
rate. 

Mr. Macdonald asked for notice, but 
said he could state at once that the cost 
to the Treasury would be very small.

WHAT THE PREFERENCE 
WILL COST. 


The Prime Minister’s announcement in 
the House of Commons yesterday of a 
guaranteed preference to home produced 
motor spirit is welcomed as giving fresh 
hope to the coal-mining industry, says the 
Press Association’s Lobby Correspondent. 
The output of 30,000,000 gallons a year 
mentioned by the Prime Minister repre- 
sents, on the existing basis of taxation, a 
loss of revenue equal to £1,000,000. As 
the guarantee covers a period of four and 
a half years, so long as the 8d. a gallon 
Customs tax continues without an Excise 
duty, the total cost to revenue under the 


guarantee would be 24,500,000. 


UNOFFICIAL STRIKE 
AT LIVERPOOL,

1,100 DOCKERS AFFECTED, 


A lightning strike affecting 1,100 men 
occurred at Garston Docks, Liverpool, 
yesterday. Several matters are stated to 
be in dispute, one being the refusal of. 
foremen to join the union. 

The L.M.S. Railway Company state 
that as a result of the.strike three dovks 
are idle at a time when they have plenty 
of work in, and that the company are not 
ecncerned whether the foremen are union 
men or not, as they are salaried servants 
of the company. It is feared that the 
strike may spread. 

Mr. Ost, Local Secretary of the Trans- 
port and General Workers’ Union, stated 
that Mr. P. O. Pugh, the Area Secretary, 
whe was in Preston, was returning to 
Liverpool to deal with the position. Mr. 
Ost added that it was an unofficial strike ; 
for the men had not been called out by 
the union, but had taken action them- 
selves. Endeavours were being made to 
arrange a meeting of union representatives 
with officials of the L.M.S. Railway 
Company—the owners of the docks—and 
representatives of the men. 

It was stated that the men had held a 
meeting and endeavoured to persuade the 
foremen to join the union, but had been 
unsuccessful 

An ‘official ot the railway company 
stated that the men were called out at 
one o'clock, thus causing a complete 
stoppage of work. “‘It is no concern of 
ours whether our foremen, who are salaried 
servants of the company, are union men 
or not. We have been fichting to recover 
lost. trade by reducing charges and giving 
traders better facilities, and have been 
partially successful. We can only wait 
and see what is going to happen.” ;

” DROGHEDA, Monday. 
Baquero, heda Civic Guards are of the 
opinion that Sunday morning’s attack 
on Superintendent Casserly’s house and 
motor car was meant as a demonstration 
rather than an attempt to injure him. 
District Justice J. B. Goff expressed 
strong condemnation of the outrage at the 
local District Court to-day. er 
It was amazing, said the District 
Justice, that the Sabbath gin should 
have been selected for what might have 
been a murder. There is no use mincing 
words about this outrage, he continued. 
This diabolical outrage proves, if proof 
were needed, that there exists in our midst 
an active conspiracy, directed not merely 
against the liberties, lives and property of 
the citizens of this State, but also against 
the authority of the State itself. I have 
no doubt that the Government will take 
up the challenge, and that the people will 
slay their part by a the discovery 
of .the miscreants, and by placing every 
of information in their possession 
at the disposal of the authorities. This 
is a duty both to God and the State. 
I can see several objects of this outrage. 
Firstly, it is a challenge to the State 
itself; secondly it is a reprisal for Super-

lastly, perhaps principally, it was com- 
mitted with the object of getting rid of 
the Superintendent, either by foully 
murdering him, or, should this fail, by 
bringing about a state of affairs that would 
robably induce the authorities to remove 
Buperintendentt Casserly from Drogheda. 
I am confident that the authorities will not 
oblige the desperadoes in this way, and, if 
I know anything of the Superintendent, 
I am satisfied that the outrage will not 
deter him from doing his duty to the 


people. 
INSTIGATION FROM 


OUTSIDE. 

The people of Drogheda, almost without 
exception, know and appreciate the 
services of Superintendent Casserly. They 
know he always does his work honestly 
and Conecune Aa and that his work is 
in their interests. They have no sympathy, 
I know, with this outrage. If committed 
by Drogheda men at all, which I doubt, it 
was at the instigation of desperate out- 
siders. 

There is another aspect of the matter, 
and that is that young people should not 
be taken into these so-called armies, 
because they may be ordered to do 
desperate things which would be gi. 
the law of the State and the law of G 
aside, and as long as they have these 
armies directed by desperadves these 
things will happen. I offer my sympathy 
to Superintendent Casserly, and at the 
same time congratulate him, his wife and 
family on their escape. 

Mr. J. F, Smyth, solicitor, on behalf of 
his colleagues, associated himself with the 
Justice’s remarks, and said that everyone 
knew that Superintendent Casserly carried 
out his duty without fear, favour or affec- 
tion. 

Superintendent Casserly thanked the 
Justice and Mr. Smyth for their remarks, 
and said that machine-gun -bullets, shells 
or anything else were not going to frighten 
him from carrying out his duty. He had 
experience of all these things, and anyone 
who thought they would intimidate him in 
this way was making a great mistake. 

The District Justice—I am quite sure 
of that. It is a very proper reply. 

There has been considerable activity 
amongst the local Civic Guards, but no 
arrests have yet ben made. Night 
patrols are constantly on duty, and 
several houses in the town are believed to 
have been searched by detectives. 


TO STIMULATE 
ENTERPRISE. 


BRITISH PREMIER ON HIS 
POLICY. 


- 


In the House of Commons yesterday Sir 
Herbert Samuel asked the Prime Minister 
whether the statement on the subject of 
public works made by the President of 
the Board of Trade at the International 
Monetary and Economic Conference last 
week superseded the statement made by 
the Prime Minister jointly with President 
Roosevelt at Washington, to the effect that 
enterprise must be stimulated by creating 
conditions favourable to business re- 
covery, and that the Goveruments could 
contribute by the development of an > 
propriate programme of capital expendt- 
ture; and, if not, what steps were, or had 
been, taken by the Government for de- 
veloping such a programme for the United 
Kingdom. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald-- The statement 
made by Mr. Runciman to the Economic 
Commission of the International Confer- 
ence was directed primarily to the pro- 
posal made by the International Labour 
Office that facilities should be given for 
the issuing of international loans to 
finance public works in Eastern Europe. 
As regards works here, the policy of the 
Government is in no way altered. They 
are providing, or assisting to provide, 
finance for schemes of a. remunerative or 
necessary character, such as slum clear- 
ance. But during the past ten years 
a very large amount of capital expenditure 
has been incurred on public works of all 
kinds, with disappointing results, and the 
scope for useful schemes is now com- 
paratively limited. -It was fully recog- 
nised during the discussion at Washington 
that each Government must decide the 
nature of the programine of public works 
that it considered appropriate. (Cheers. ) 

Mr. Lansbury (leader of the Opposition ) 
—-Are we to gather from the right honour- 
able gentleman’s statement that he refers 
to the hundred million pounds we spent 
on public works in this country! 

Mr. Macdonald—That is the matter I 
referred to when I spoke of our own ex- 
periment. That was fully explained by 
me to President Roosevelt while we were 
in Washington. 

Mr. Lansbury—<Are we to take it that 
there is to be no resumption of public 
works by the Government in order to 
attempt in any way to meet the position? 

Mr. Macdonald—I said that our policy

MEETING of the Nationa] Farmers’ 

and Ratepayers’ Association was 
held outside the Courthouse, Bray, last 
night. 
Mr. J. J. Bourne, who presided, said 
that the economic war with England 
affected all classes. Agriculturalists felt 
the brunt of it first, but eventually no 
section of the community escaped from it. 
If that war continued, it would end in 
chaos and bankruptcy. They had at 
present an incompetent Government+-a 
Government devoid of reason and careless 
of the results to the people. 

In a very short time. unless there was a 
settlement of the economic war with 
England, they would be faced. with 
national bankruptcy. Prices for agricul- 
tural produce in this country were lower 
than in any country in Europe. 


FARMERS IN THE DAIL. 

Mr. W. J. Fahy, organiser, read a letter 
from Mr. Frank MacDermot, T.D., chair- 
man of the organisation, who was urtable 
to attend owing to indisposition. In the 
course of the letter Mr. MacDermot 
stated :'— 

“ You will recollect that when the party 
was founded we undertook to maintain in- 
dependence of both the Cumann na 
nGaedheal and Fianna Fail Parties, and 
to consider on its merits each question 
that came before the Oireachtas. We have 
fulfilled this undertaking thoroughly, and 
have been subjected to much criticism in 
consequence, both from those who look 
upon. politics as a faction fight and from 
others who ought to know better, but are 
misled by impressions derived from news- 
papers. There is undoubtedly place in 
this country for a party which makes it 
clear that it is devoid of personal 
animosity and does not care who is in 
power, provided that the affairs of the 
country are well conducted. 

“Time will:show to what extent we can 
succeed in getting the country out of the 
political rut and obliterate the memories 
and the passions of the civil war, but 
nobody can say that the effort is ignoble, 
nor do I believe that the object is un- 
attainable. 

“ Apart from this ideal, we are, of 
course, in general opposition to the pre- 
sent Government because their policy is 
ruinous to our chief industry and is also 
entirely inconsistent with hopes of Irish 
unity. I usé the word ‘ unity ’ as meaning 
not only a spirit of concord between all 
classes, creeds and racial stocks in 
Southern Ireland, but also the voluntary 
political reunion with Northern Ireland, 
which can only be achieved by casting out 
intolerance and jingoism from our own 
hearts and teaching our fellow-countrymen 
north of the border to do the same. 

“ In my opinion, the interests of all 
parts of Ireland are identical, and only 
fatal illusions drawn from a misunder- 
standing of history have made them seem 
otherwise. In our party’s constitution 
we have proclaimed as fundamental prin- 
ciples, which all Irishmen ought to 
accept:—(1) That this country possesses, 
and always will possess, the right to de- 
cide for itself whether or not to be a 
member of the British Commonwealth ; 
(2) that the largest degree of prosperity, 
culture and independence can only be 
achieved by encouraging co-operation 
from all sections of our people. These 
things, once admitted,. membership of the 
Commonwealth is surely recommended, not

only by business commonsense, but by the 
fact that about a quarter of the Irish 
people are of British stock.”’ 


LOSS OF TRADE. 

Continuing, Mr. Fahy said that there 
were three ways by which the life of a 
country could be menaced: (1) foreign 
invasion; (2) civil war, and (3) by de- 
struction of the trade of the country. 
Trade was the heart’s blood of the nation, 
and the man or movement that aimed at 
the destruction of the trade of the country 
was striking at the heart of the country. 
Owing to the economic war they had lost 
twenty-five million pounds’ worth of trade 
in this country as compared with last 
year; and if that economic war continued, 
how long was trade in the country going 
to last? They produced thirty million 
pounds’ worth of goods in this country 
over and above what they wanted. That 
was cut off—they bad no market for 
it—and what would be the standard 
of living in this country in a 
short time? If they cut off that thirty 
millions of money, they would not want 
railways, because there would be no traffic; 
they would want no dockers, because there 
would be no shipping, and there would be 
no money with which to buy anything. 

The Government told them there were 
alternative markets, but where were they? 
The Germans and others came there to 
buy cattle, because they bought them 
cheaply—it was a bankrupt sale. 


THE LAND BILL. 

If the new Land Bill passed. it did not 
matter whether a farmer held 20 or 100 
acres, he would be at the mercy of a 
tribunal nominally independent of the 
Minister for Agriculture, but really his 
nominees and agents, 

If he knew this country—and he was 
sure that he knew it as well as the 
Minister—he was taking on a task that 
would bring infinite mischief in the near 
future.

HOW DISCUSSION 
WAS SHUT DOWN,

PEAKING at a meeting of the North 
Dublin constituency Executive, Com- 
mittee of Cumann na nGaedheal, held in 
5 Parnell square, Dublin, last night, Mr. 
Richard. Mulcahy, T.D., appealed for not 
only further earnest and active co-opera- 
tion in the building up of public opinion 
on national affairs, but for closer attention 
to the details of political organisation and 
work in connection with .the register and 
election work. 


THE ALIL-NIGHT SITTING, 


Reviewing the events of the last year, 
he recalled that in April last Mr. de 
Valera had brazenly told the Dail that he 
would like to shut it down for six months. 
On Friday last, while pretending to 
arrange a sitting for thirty-seven and 
a-half hours for the discussion of national 
problems, Mr. de Valera, in fact, by 
closure after closure stopped the Dail from 
discussing anything, and disclosed in the 
little contribution that he had made 
during the twenty-seven hours’ sitting 
that he was seeking to invent some 
technical law to prevent the organisation 
and development of public spirit in this

Fianna Fáil was busy making excuses 
for its action in deferring to a midnight 
discussion most important matters con- 
cerned with the general industrial and 
agricultural position of the country, and 
the President's main and peculiar re- 
sponsibility for them. They were told 
that it was necessary because obstruction 
was carried out in connection with the 
Dail Loans and ‘Fand: Bill. It was, a 
arently, obstruction to ask Mr. 
alee if if was an honourable obligation 
on him as President of the Execative 
Council of the Irish Free State to re- 
pay the Dail Loan in 1935; why he spent 
hundreds of thousands of dollars belong- 
ing to the Irish taxpayer to prove in 
American Courts that it was not an 
equally honourable obligation on Mr. Cos- 
grave to repay 2+ some years ago when 
he occupied the very same State position. 


NO REASONED DISCUSSION, 


Mr. de Valera informed the House on 
Friday morning last’ that he mb to 
sit until twelve midnight on Saturday 
night, but he cut the sitfing short de- 
liberately by ten hours, and he prevented 
deputies during the other 27 hours from 
having any reasoned discussion on the 
country’s problems, or from getting any 
reply from Ministers on them by a system 
of closuring. 

The Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce moved to get £114,577 to ran his 
department. He was asked to say what 
he had been doing for Irish industry, and 
what he proposed to do for it; he was 
asked to explain what he meant by say- 
ing that there was not a reduction in the 
number of persons employed in the manu- 
facture of tobacco when his own figures 
showed that there was; he was asked 
to explain what he meant by say- 
ing that the ‘standard of living had 
cone up in the country when 490 persons 
less were employed making men's clothing, | 
and where’ the import of men’s clothing 
had gone down by thousands of pounds; 
where 145 persons less were employed in 
the manufacture of furniture and the 
import of furniture had gone down by 
thousands of pounds ; when there had been 
a considerable decrease in the value of 
tea imported; when the import of un- 
manufactured tobacco had gone down by 
two-thirds. 


SHE CLOSURE. 


To all this the only answer was the 
closure, and, instead of being allowed to 
discuss the situation and of hearing the 
Minister’s reply, the deputies were sent 
walking through the division lobbies. 
Every time that any of these awkward 
questions was asked on Friday night Mr. 
MacEntee or some other Minister moved a 
closure, and every time they moved it they 
got it, with the result that, instead of 
being allowed to be criticised by deputies 
or forced to answer the criticism, the Darl 
was forced to walk its way through a divi- 
sion for twenty minutes each time. 

In an endeavour to find out what the 
President meant by saymg that we had 
got peace, Mr. McGilligan asked him 
whether it was not a fact that a person 
charged with the unlawful possession of 
firearms had been released by the Govern- 
ment because the Minister for Justice was 
visited by armed men and _threat- 
ened?

On 
this bill alone, sooner than allow one or 
one and a half hour’s reasonable discus- 
sion on Government policy, deputies were 
forced to drag their way through nineteen 
divisions, covering a period of about three 
hours.

If not, and if it were 
subsequently learnt that the Government 
had asked Parliament and the people of 
this country to decide this vital issue, 
without having put them in possession of 
the full knowledge of facts, they would be 
held gravely and terribly responsible. 
Their candour need not, | indee , cease 
there. There was a highly important 
report made by the Indian Tariff Com- 
mission last November. Why had that 
report never bedh published or given to 
Parliament? Such a r-vort, revealing the 
attitude of the Indian . ommission's mind 
towards British trade, would be of the 
deepest interest to British traders. 

Could it be that it contained recom- 
mendations of a nature disquieting to our 
merchants and manufacturers?. If so, it 
was the duty of the Government, at a 
moment like this, to be frank with the 
country.

PROGRESS.

NATIONS ADJUSTING THE 
SUPPLY TO DEMAND, 


There was a further talk on wheat 
yesterday between representatives of the 
‘Big Four” exporting countries—the 
United States, Australia, the Argentine 
and Canada—and delegates of the 
Danubian States at the World Conference 
in London. 

It was agreed to revise the tentative pro- 
posals made last Friday which stipulated 
that the export limit for the Danubian 
States should be 45,000,000 bushels of 
wheat annually, plas a further 5,000,000 
bushels in years of good harvest. 

It was decided that the figure should 
now be a full 50,000,000 bushels each year 
irrespective of whether there is a good 
harvest or not. 

It is understood that all the Govern- 
ments concerneu have agreed to this figure. 

The discussions with the Soviet repre- 
sentatives are temporarily held up pend- 
ing further imstructions from Moscow. 

The members of the Drafting Committee 


dealing with indebtedness met yesterday, 
and after a discussion lasting two hours 


adjourned. There will be a further meet- 
ing this morning.

FIRE FRAUDS TRIAL. 


- 


FOURTH PLEA OF GUILTY. 


A fourth plea of guilty was entered at the 
fire conspiracy trial, before My Justice 
Humphreys, at the Old Bailey, yesterday. 

Henry Christopher Priest, aged 40, a 
printer, withdrew his plea of not guilty and 
pleaded guilty to two charges of conspiring 
to setting fire to premises in Poland street 
and Staining lane, and to obtaining 
by false presences two cheques for £2,088 
and £2,700 from insurance companies, 

Twelve men have pleaded not guilty to 
charges of conspiracy to defraud insurance 
companies, false pretences and attempted 
false pretences. 

Three other defendants—Harry Gould, Felix 
i: Bergolz and James Robert Cross—pleaded, 
guilty to some counts in the indictment. 

Mr. Roland Oliver, K.C., leading counsel 
for the prosecution, said that subject to the 
judge’s ruling he was prepared to accept 
Priest's altered plea. 

Mr. Justice deamlbiets remarked that the 
same procedure as in the case of Cross must 
be adopted. 

The jury then returned a formal verdict of 
guilty against Priest on the counts to which 
he had pleaded guilty and they were dis-' 
charged from’ giving a verdict on the other 
counts. 

The case for the prosecution was then con- 
tinued. . 

Ralph Sackier, gown manufacturer, of Old 
Ford road, Bethnal Green, E., said that he 
had been employed by Bowman, one of the 
defendants — his brother-in-law — at Alfred 
Alton, Ltd. He asked for an increase in his 
wages of £3 10s. a week, and Leopold Harris. 
another defendant, the real owner of Alfred 
Alton, Ltd., proposed he should do extra 
work for Capsoni and Co. at £2 a week. All 
he did there was to chat with Capsoni and 
sign blank cheques. 

John Louis Lazarus, of Tachbrook street, 
Pimlico, 8.W., who was employed as a clerk 
with Capsoni and Co., in Regent street, and 
later at Oxford street, where the business was 
known as the Franco-Italian Silk Co., said 
that he had to pack crepe-de-chine into boxes. 
and, as there wag insufficient of the material 
to fill them, all he was told was to cut 
pieces to protrude from the ends, giving the 
appearance that they were full,
